DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment After Final filed on 4/8/2008 has been entered. Claims 235-257 
remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 235-257 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 4/8/2008 are considered 
persuasive. Accordingly, the prior art fails to disclose a device for scanning a dataform 
comprising: (i) a surface emitting laser diode; (ii) a movable micromachined scanning 
mirror; (iii) a collecting optic; (iv) a stationary detector; (v) a substrate; and having the 
functions and characteristics in the manner as recited in claims 235. The prior art also 
fails to disclose the limitations of claim 252.
